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Council Gives Six-year Tax Abatement to Aztec

Aztec Manufacturing Corporation — 
a tier-one automotive supplier that has 
operated in Romulus since 1988 — was 
granted a six-year tax abatement by the 
Romulus City Council on April 4. 

The company, which is making a 
$3.2-million investment in new machin- 
ery and equipment, requested a 12-year 
industrial facilities exemption certificate, 
but did not score high enough on the 
City's standardized assessor's review 
to qualify for the longer abatement. 

Aztec chairman/CEO Frank Lopez 
attended both the council meeting and 
the public hearing that preceded it, 
making a short presentation about his 
company's goals and answering elected 
officials' questions. 

"| came before you to ask for a tax 
abatement based on the fact that we 
had to change our business plan," said 
Lopez, who explained that Aztec is 
moving toward a more high-tech opera- 
tion involving flexible machining and 
robotics. "It's a higher-skilled type of 
labor rather than the labor-intensive 
practices that we used before. And that 
means that it's a tremendous capital 
expenditure, and | needed some relief 
on that." 

According to Lopez, Aztec's facility 
upgrade will allow the company to retain 
the 89 jobs that currently exist at the 
Romulus plant, as well as add another 
half-dozen in the next couple of years. 

Lopez promised to remain a "good 
community citizen" by continuing to sup- 
port various local programs. He also 
expressed acommitmentto finding ways 
to improve employment in Romulus. As 
a member of Governor Jennifer Gran- 
holm's recently established Council for 
Labor and Economic Growth, he said 
he will be trying "to see how we can give 
grants to communities where they need 
to do retraining and retaining of people 
who are losing their jobs." 

Lopez further noted, "I'll be working 
very diligently ... with [Romulus Com- 
munity Schools curriculum director] Tom 
Dolan and Romulus High School be- 
cause they're very involved in training 
their students for success in the new 
economy, and providing them with the 
new skills that are needed." 

Following Council's unanimous ap- 
proval of the six-year tax abatement, 
Chairman Randy Gear told Lopez, "We 
truly feel that you're a good neighbor. 
You've done very well by employing 
people from our city, and you have a 


diverse population of people working 
there." 

Other news from the April 4 council 
meeting ... 

Council Protests End of Detroit Tigers 
Games on Network TV 

At the urging of Councilman Bill 
Wadsworth, City Council unanimously 
approved a resolution supporting U.S. 
Congressman John D. Dingell's efforts 
to return Detroit Tigers baseball to net- 
work television. 

In recent years, WKBD Channel 
50,aViacom-owned UPN affiliate, aired 
about two dozen Tigers games annu- 
ally. However, UPN and the Detroit 
Tigers were apparently unable to reach 
an agreement for the 2005 season, 
leaving local residents with the sole 
option of watching games oncable TV's 
Fox Sports Network. 

"While | am sure there are two 
sides to the story with regard to the 
Tigers and those negotiations, | am 
concerned for the baseball fans of 
Southeast Michigan," Dingell told Via- 
comexecutives in arecentletter. "Their 
taxes helped fund construction of Co- 
merica Park, but now they will have to 
pay for tickets or cable service if they 
want to watch Tigers baseball. 

".. This matter has given me pause 
to consider how Viacom, as a steward 
of the public airwaves, is demonstrat- 
ing its commitment to air programming 
that is responsive to the needs and 
interests of Southeast Michigan," added 
Dingell. "... |.look forward to under- 
standing the steps Viacom takes to 
ensure a strong Detroit community pres- 
ence both on and off the air. The Tigers 
have taken dramatic steps to upgrade 
their squad and put a competitive team 
into Comerica Park this season. They 
have shown their commitment to metro 
Detroit. | wish to know how Viacom is 
stepping up to the plate and showing a 
similar devotion to Detroit." 

Councilman Wadsworth, who ap- 
peared to place most of the blame at the 
Tigers' door, expressed outrage that 
people with small or fixed incomes will 
now be unable to see a single Tigers 
broadcast. 

"For the first time in 53 years in 
southeastern Michigan, you cannot 
watch a Detroit Tigers baseball game 
on free television," he stated. "Some of 
you may think [that my concern] is stu- 
pid, but it's not. A lot of our residents in 
this town can't afford cable TV, anda lot

of them are retired older folks who have 
looked forward for many years to watch- 
ing Tigers baseball." 

Recalling his childhood in the 
1950s, when teachers would often bring 
televisions into the classroom on Open- 
ing Day so that the youngsters could 
enjoy one of America's great traditions, 
he added, "It's really a shame that 
they've taken this [simple pleasure] 
away from the common man." 

Council's resolution will be forward- 
ed to Congressman Dingell, the Detroit 
Tigers, and various elected officials.

~ Council scheduled a study session 
to consider the reconstruction of God- 
dard Road between Five Points and 
Romaine. The meeting will be held in 
the council chambers at City Hall (11111

Council also approved Treasurer 
Pamela Morrison-Kersey's request to 
attend two professional conclaves in 
the upcoming months. 

Kersey — who said that she was 
asking permission to participate in the 
programs "to keep abreast of current 
local and national legislation for the 
treasurer's office" — assured Council 
that funds for the conferences were 
already included in her department's 
budget. 

Treasurer Kersey will attend the 
Michigan Municipal Treasurers Institute 
at Central Michigan University (Mt.

A Change in Society's Gender Roles

Society establishes gender roles 
for us, and by the 1960s we had 
developed a comfortable society — 
two cars, two kids, TV, dishwashers, 
fast food, etc. But women, especially 
educated women, began to realize 
that life was more than buying ham- 
burgers and driving kids to their after- 
school activities while men went to 
work foranincome. Women resented 
being forcedinto unrewarding home- 
maker roles and wanted to have their 
freedom, forcing them to create the 
Women’s Movement. They fought for 
their equality, and a second income 
was more and more needed. 
Between 1960 and 1990, the 

percentage of married women in the 
workforce with children under six in- 
creased from 23% to 56%. Dual- 
income families became more and 
more common. With large numbers 
of women inthe workforce, traditional 
gender roles have become less func- 
tional. One might assume that a role 
reversal has begun, with fathers start- 
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ing to take more active roles in child- 
care and household responsibilities. 
Today, there are fathers who know 
all about child-care, household man- 
agement, andnurturing. They are the 
fathers who stay athome an average 
of 50 hours a week with their children 
while their wives are at work. They 
drive the children places, cook meals, 
feed the children, change diapers, 
dress the children, and participate in 
the nurturing of their children. The 
males are demonstrating that they 
can succeed at the traditional female 
job of stay-at-home parent. 

In the U.S., the biggest ongoing 
social evolution in the millennium is 
still the fight for gender equality. Our 
society has moved a long way from 
the early '50s and '60s, when mother 
was the primary caregiver and father 
was the breadwinner. The family re- 
mains the central institution of our 
society, and primary-caregiving fa- 
thers are reshaping the family. This 
can only show that the Women’s 
Movement in the 1960s had an im- 
pact on the gender roles of today. O

This was a feat 
that seemed to be impossible, given the 
current lagging state of the economy, 
but! am proud to say that, thanks to the 
use of TIFA funds, this new recreation 
center will be built at no cost to our 
residents. Things are already moving 
forward. 

| am pleased to announce that the 
City has purchased an existing building, 
located at Wayne and Northline roads, 
that is currently 40,000 square feet, but 
will be expanded to 75,000 square feet 
to hold the new recreation center. We 
have also purchased the adjoining 11 
acres of property to use for outdoor 
recreational activities. 

| wouldalso like to take this opportu- 
nity to thank the residents who attended 
our public workshop regarding the rec- 
reation center, as well as the thousands 
of residents who took the time to fill out 
our questionnaire. It is from all of your 
ideas and thoughts that this recreation 
center will begin to take shape. 


Itis evident from both the workshop 
and the questionnaires that the residents 
of Romulus are as excited as | am about 
the possibilities for the new recreation 
center. 

Some of the most popular ideas 
include a leisure pool for small children 
and seniors, as well as an Olympic-size 
pool, a series of basketball courts, a 
learning and technology center filled 
with computers for all to utilize, a fitness 
area complete with cardio- and weight- 
training equipment, arock climbing wall, 
meeting and banquet rooms, a dance 
studio, and a concession stand with 
facilities for hot food. And that is all just 
inside. 

For the outside of the facility, resi- 
dents have proposed ball fields, anature 
walk, an ice-skating rink during the win- 
ter months, and a rink for in-line skating 
during the summer. 

We have hired JRV and Associ- 
ates, a professional company that spe- 
cializes in the planning and operation of 
this type of facility, to help determine the 
best possible combination of activities 
for our new center. 

Friends, this new recreation center 
is long overdue in our community. It is 
something that the residents of this city 
deserve — but, more importantly, it is 
something that the children of this city 
need. | cannot begin to tell you about the 
number people who stop me each day 
to talk about the new recreation center. 
People who were just kids when | was a 
police officer, who now have kids of 
their own, take the time to tell me how 
happy they are that their children will 
have aplace to go righthere in Romulus. 

| have to say that it is funny how 
some things work out. As a police of- 
ficer, | worked to keep kids safe; as a 
mayor, | feel that itis still my job to keep 
them safe, merely in a different way.

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REA "Hops into Giving" for 
Easter Holiday Season 


The Romulus Education Associa- 
tion — a union organization of teachers, 
social workers, speech pathologists, 
nurses, and psychologists employed by 
the Romulus Community Schools—took 
advantage of the Easter holiday to com- 
plete aspring community-service project 
for the homebound of Romulus. 

Throughoutthe months of February 
and March, REA members collected a 
variety of foods, householditems, toilet- 
ries, and leisure items, and assembled 
them in attractive holiday baskets. Items 
collected included crossword puzzles, 
batteries, towels, andcleaning supplies 
like dish soap and laundry detergent, as 
well as bathroom tissue and personal 
items such as shampoo, soap, deodor- 
ant, shaving cream, lotion, and cotton 
swabs.
